When Captain Slecun; in his American 
13-ton boat, made a: voyage round the 2 
world, his daring deed was thrown in the 
face of tha Onnadian public, and as a reault 
Captain Voss, a bold and capable Canadian 
seaman, undertook to outdo the American's . 
exploits. In the Ttikum hedotermined to 
sail round tho globe with the object of 
attaining a world’s record and also to 
domovatrate the utility of an improved sea 
and, surf anchor he had inventad, The 
Tikthen isan Alsaba-Indian war cance, and 
was hollowed out of a solid oar tree forty 
years ago by North American Todiana, who 
used it while on the war path, Tho boat, 
as might be oxpected, is a bad tion boat, yot 
Captain Voss has sailed over 26,000 mites 
in her, and in now on his way to Pernam- 
buco, whore he expecta to arrive by tho 
2let instant. 

According to a Cape Times representa. 
tive, who saw the boat at Cape Town, the 
Tilikum looks singularly ill adapted to 
encounter heavy seas, She is’ long and 
slim, and slopes in to the keul in a manner 
to suggost that a puff of wind would blow 
hor over, Her measuroments are cnohgh 
for any seaman. She hag a 30 ft, keel, 
with aGft, beam over deck. Her depth 
from the deck fy 2 ft. 0 ic. and her cabin 
roof is 14 in, higher, She is decked in all 
over except for the cockpit at the stern 
which lends into the tiny cabin, : 

Tho cabin itself is 8 ft, long and 5 ft. 
wido, with a tiny bunk, a tiny bouch, and 
a tiny stove, almost ita sole furniture, . 
Her weight is 24 tons, Sho is schooner 
rigged, with threo shore stim masta; any- 
thing hoavier would throw hor over. * 

The Tilituin aniled trom Victoria, British 
Columbio, on May 2kst, 1401, crosaed the 
North and South Pacific Oceans to Sydney, 
Australia, touching at various cannibal 
and civilised islands on her way, From 
Sydney she sailed to Melbourne, thenes 


‘ overland to Bullaarat and Geelong ; from 


thero tw Adolnide, Hobart, and through 
tho Tasman Sea, making Invercargill, New 


Zealand, the most southern city in the | 


world, 


Leaving Invercargill she travelled up the : 


eastern coast of the South Island, touching 
at Dunedin, Oamaru, Timaru, Lyttleton, 
Christchurch, and thence across Cook 
Strait to Wellington. ¥rém there she 
went to Palmerston, Wanganui, New 
Plymouth, Nolson, and Auckland. ‘Thon* 
sho sailed north through. the Hebrides 
Islands, Coral Sea, Great Barrier Reef, 
Torres Strait, to Thursday Island, Leaving 
Thursday Island she passed through the 
Arafura Sea and Indian Ocaan to Durban, 
Natal.
